COLUMN

June 2ist is the first Nationally de 
clared Farmer's holiday that we have 
had. Of all the usetully employed 
people of the West the tarmer is one 
that deserves a holiday They fill a 
nauional role of importance and should 
accordingly Just now 
they are in an enviable position but 
this hasn't always been so Don't 
forget the hungry thirties. What more 
appropriate day than June 2ist the 
longest day of the year and the first 
day of summer for such a holiday 

Cicero, has written; ‘Of all occup 


e recognized 


ations from which gain is secured, 
there is none better than agriculture 
nothing more productive. nothing 
sweeter, nothing more worthy of a tree 
man’. This was written centuries ago 
and is just as true today. We have 
many problems at present that influ 
enced farming as in “Cicero’s” time. 
Part of the land farmed at that time 
has been abandoned and the fertility 


of the other land has been greatly re 
duced. The tarmer of today must care 
for his land more carefully than did 
the old time Greeks. Soil erosion is 
present with us in this comparatively 
new farming area. There is no new 
continent to migrate to, if we ruin our 
present soil heritage. This being the 
case. it behoves every farmer to make 
the best use of his land and learn to 
combat his problems with intelligence 
and understanding. 

I think one way to accomplish this 
is for a few days of holidays ,in which 
a group of farmers take their families 


and travel over other parts of the 
Province and see how other farmers 
are meeting their difficulties. If you 


arrange such a survey and see a farm 
that attracts your attention, call in and 
isit with this farmer. Learn all you 
can before moving on. This holiday 
snould be planned to include one or 
mnore of the Experimental stations or 
farms. The selection of this station 
should be the one that is meeting the 
difficulties as you have on your farm 


You will find that the Officials of 
these stations are very willing to dis 
cuss the work being carried on and 


any experimental undertaking on that 
farm. 

Your family will enjoy such a trip. 
Don't plan to cook your own meals 
while so travelling. Your wife likes a 
holiday from her kitchen duties. She 
will be interested in the flowers and 
gardens, small fruits and even tbe 
chickens, 

Perbaps my suggestion of a holiday 


like the above could be called a bus 
iness holiday. During the homestead 
era, transportation was limited and 
knowledge by observation was cur- 


tailed. This is not so today and I am 
sure we can learn by observing what 
someone else is doing. Our eyes, if 


trained can show us many unusual and 
useful ideas. Why not a group of you 
farmers plan a holiday trip to Leth- 
bridge Experimental farm, or go to La 
combe? 


EXERCISE FOR HEALTH 


Exercise, like food, should be enjoy- 
able to be truly beneficial, says an 
authority in the Department of Nation- 
al Health and Welfare, Ottawa. “Do 
you sit without sag, and stand without 
strain?” this public health officer 
asks, “If not you may need exercise.
